The condpiler of the following little book is &< 
ware that it may be thought-presumptaotis, in 
one unknown to the world as an author, to add 
another to the many g;eographical works already 
before the public His apology is, that among 
all the smaller elementary works hitherto pub- 
lished for teaching thi science of geography, he 
has found none which his experience has not 
taught bim to consider as defective. He begs, 
however, that it may be distinctly understood 
that he has no pretensions to being considered 
the author of an original work. His object has 
been rather to make a useful than an original 
book. He has not hesitated therefore to avail 
himself freely of the labours of ^those who have 
gone before him. 

In common with others engaged in the educa- 
tion of } outh, he has long felt the want of a com* 
peadious treatise, which should embrace those 
facts Kcessary to be committed to memory by 
youn,; eginners; and which should be entirely 
unincumbered with other matter. Goldsmith's 
smaller work was obviously designed to answer 
this purpose — but that has generally been thought 
to contain much superfluous matter in the part 
relating to Europe, while in some other parts the 
descriptions are meagre find imperfect.

Another excellence peculiar to Goldsmith's 
Easy Grammar, was the Alphabetical table of 
proper names, *' in which for the first time an at- 
tempt was made to fix the pronunciation of the 
names of places and countries."

Africa, now reduced to a state ^f general bar* 
baiism^ once, contained several kingdoms and 
states, eminent for arts and commerce. E<;ypt . 
and Ethiopia were much celebrated ; and Car- 
thage, the formidable rival of Rome, extended 
lier commerce to every part of the world then 
known. 

In AfVica there are no inland seas, and but 
one lake of any great extent* viz. that of Maravi. 

The principal riffirsare the Nile, Niger, Jsene- 
gal, Gambia, and Zaire. 

The Atlas mountains have been long celebra- 
ted, and the mountains of the moon are a lofty 
lange. 

The most striking feature o| Africa consists 
in its immense deserts, which perhaps comprise 
one half of the continent ; of these Zaara is the 
cbiei. 

Africa will be described in the following order* 
first Abyssinia — then Egypt — The Mahometan 
states io the north — the western coast — and the 
Cape of Good Hope s from thence proceeding a- 
long the eastern shore. 

Abyssinia is divided into proviitces, tHe prin- 
cipal of wj^tch are Tigre, Gojam, and Oemtea — 
Gondar is the capital. 

Egypt is a natrow vale on both sides of tho 
Nile, bounded by parallel ridges of mountains or 
l^Us. 

¥^gypt is divijded into Upp«r» Middle* and JUow* 
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er, which last ceVnprehends the Delta, famed fwc 
itsfcltUity- It 18 by far the most considerable 
part of Africa, and was foriaerly the seat, if not 
the parent of scieSice.

The solar s^^stern consists of the sun, and the 
planets and comets moving about it. 

M he pbnetg are bodies which appear to us like 
stars ; not that thej are luminous bodies, that is 
have light in t* eroselves, t)ut they shine bj re- 
flt>ctin^ the sun 

Thej are called planet« from a Greek word, 
vrhich signifies wandering, because they change 
their places and do not alwav^ Keep the samedis* 
tance wVth one another, nor with th^ jp**^ j^tars. 

There are two kinds of plan^^ls, pi im.»rv and 
secondary The fir^^t move round tue sun and 
respect him only as the centre of their m(»tions« 
The secondary planets, called also Satellites, 9r

OF THE SUN. 

The sun is placed near the common centre of 
all thr planet'* and comets, and turns round his 
axi^ in .5 day^ six hour;-, as is evident by th« 
potion of spots seen pn his surface. 
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OF COMBtS. 

Of all the ceYestial bodies, comets have given 
rise to the greatest number of speculationa anci 
fconjectures, 

Dut they are now senerall j understood to be 
solid opaque bodies. Tike the planets moving a* 
bout the sun in very eccentric elipses. 

The figures of comets are very different Some 
of thsin emit luminous matter on all sides resem* 
bling hair, and are called hairy comets : others 
tiave a long, luminous, transparent tail projecting 
from the part which is opposite to the sun ; and 
others are JUMind without any appearance of hair 
or tail. 

Their magnitudes are also very different. Sdmo 
appear fiobigs;er than fi&ed stars, others as large 
as Venus, and others much larger. 

It is supposed thai since the birth of Christ 
500 comets have appeared. 

OF THE MOON. 

The moon goes round the earth from change to. 
Qhange in 29 days 12 hours 44 minutes. 

The moon's diameter is 2180 miles ; and her 
distance from the earth's centre dio 000 miles. 
She goesrovnd her < rbit in «7 days 7 hourK 48 
minutes, moving about 2390 miles every hour 

The moon is an opaque globe like the earthy 
and shines only by reflecting the light of the sun.

An eclipse of the moon» is when the earth 
comes between the sun and moon and hinders 
the light of the sun from shining on the moon. . 

An eclipse of the sun is when the moon comes 
between the sun and the earth, and hinders the 
light of the sun from coming to us. An eclipse 
of the moon can never happen but at the time of 
full mooon 

An eclipse of the sun cai^ happen onlj at the 
time of the new moon. 

A digit is the 12th part of the sun or moon's 
diameter, and is a term often used in speaking 
^ eclipsed 

By meansof telescopes there have been dis60« 
vered on the surface of the moon inanj loftj 
mountains, some of which are volcanoes. 

FIXED STARS. 

The fixed stars comprehend all the eeleatial ' 
objects, excepting the sun, the moon, and the 
planets and some comets which now and theft 
appear. 

rhej are called fixed stars from their never 
changing their situation with respect to each 
other 

Thej maj be distinguished from the planets 
by their twinkling. 

The distance of the fixed stars from the earth 
is almost inconceivable. If a cannon ball was to 
continue moving with the same velocitj as when 
first discharged, or 480 miles in an hour it would 
not reach the nearest fixed stair in less thai^ 
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4,468,000 years. Li^ht which flies about 164,000 
miieji pverv second, would be more than three 
j^ai> anri v>ne month in passing from the fixed 
stars to the earth. 

With the naked eye we can see about 2,000 
stars. 

The stars, on account of their apparently va- 
rious ma^^nitudes, have been distinguished into 
several classes or orders. Those which appear 
largest are called stars of the first magnitude : 
the next to ihem in lusture, stars of the second 
magintude ; and soon to the tiixth ; which are 
the smallest that are visible to the bare eye. 

The stars are likewise distinguished into con- 
stellations, which is nothing more than a collec- 
tion ut them l^/ino; in the neighborhood of each 
other,'tt^d distinguished b} the name of some an- 
imal or oilier figure. 

llie&e constellatiotis are 80 in number ; 12 of 
which aie in the zodiac, 36 northward of it^ and 
32 southward. 

OF THE EARTH. 

The earth, like the rest of the planets has two 
tnotions, one round iti^iaxis, the other round the 
sun It revolves round its axis once in '24 hours 
and causes a continual succession of day and 
iiight and an apparent motion of the heavenly 
-bodies from east t> west. By this motion on its 
axis the inhabitants at the equator are carried 
1043 miles in an hour. 
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It completes its revolution round tbe stin once 
in a year and Occasion ^ the difference in the 
length of the dajs and nights, and the agreeable 
variety of the seasons.
